There is no flag on the Jordanian 
side. Jordan does not tecognize Is- 
raeli rule in the West Bank, and 
does not consider the Allenby 
Bridge, or Hussein Bridge as it is 
called in Jordan, a border-crossing 
between two states.

Suspicious arrivals are questioned 
by Israeli security men. 

The 425 trucks used for shipping 
goods back and forth across the 
bridge are fitted with special fea- 
tures to facilitate quick searches. 
They are the only vehicles in the 
world with see-through gas tanks 
and easily removable parts stamped 
with seals to foil tampering. Despite 
these features, a group of truck driv- 
ers from the Hebron area was at- 
rested several months ago on suspi- 
cion of smuggling explosives over ἃ 
period of a year in their vehicles. 
The discovery led to even tighter 
security arrangements and stern ἰ5- 
Taeli warnings that future smuggling 
attempts could result in the curtail- 
ment of trade across the bridges. 

Movement across the bridges has 
been periodically forbidden to resi- 
dents of certain towns and villages in 
the territories, usually for security 
Teasons often related to an anti-Isra- 
el attack.’ - 


THE BRIDGES thus combine both 
unexpected freedom of movement 
and painful restrictions. The en- 
counters between Israeli soldiers 
and Arab civilians are pervaded by 
mistrust and friction,aggravated by 
the heat, flies, long delays and 


. tfawded conditions which are com- 


mon. in: peak season at the bridge 


terminals. Soldiers working at the 


scene readily concede that their dai- 
ly Inspection of hundreds of travel- 
lers.and their belongings tends to 
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in some cases, soldiers have insulted 
and humiliated persons they have 
searched. A woman soldier said 
some of her colleagues routinely 
shouted al the women they frisked , 
and a reservist said one of his col- 
leagues threatened to turn back a 
woman simply because she arrived 
wearing 4 necklace bearing the word 
“Palestine.” 

The unpleasant encounters and 
occasional harassment have not 
gone unnoticed by the Israeli bridge 
authorities, who are considering 
measures to alleviate the more un- 
comfortable aspects of the security 
checks. Higher level army units 
have been stationed at the bridges, 
the Allenby Bridge terminal is air- 
conditioned, and newly installed 
metal detectors have replaced the 
initial frisking of passengers as they 
get off their buses. Passengers mov- 
ing through the terminal during a 
day of light traffic late lust month, at 
the end of the summer visiting sea- 
son, reported few delays and re- 
spectful treatment by soldiers at the 
scene. i 

On the outskirts of Jericho, a new 
terminal is under construction which 
will serve as a more convenient 
transport point to the bridge. In- 
stead of waiting hours in tuxi lines 
for passage to the bridge, travellers 
will be able to drive their own cars to 
the Jericho terminal, and board bus- 
es departing regularly to the bridge. 
The “park and ride“ scheme has 
encountered opposition from Jeri- 
cho cab drivers who complain that it 
will deprive them of an important 
source of income. 


Not all travellers crossing the 
bridges wait in taxi lines or undergo 
the same tight security checks. Pal- 
estinian mayors or other VIPs from 
the territories, top clergymen, dip- 
lomats, Red Cross and UN officials, 
are subjected to minimum inspec- 
tion, Foreign tourists move through 
ἃ separate terminal where security 
arrangements are similar to those at 
Ben-Gurion airport. 


APART FROM providing a chan- 
nel of movement for people and 
goods, the bridges also play a role in 
maintaining the fabric of daily, rou- 
tine contacts between both banks of 
the Jordan. Newspapers are ex- 
changed daily at the middle of Al- 
fenby Bridge, coffins are transferred 
for burial, and persons in need of 
hospital treatment are taken across 
by ambulance. 

The exchange of newspapers and 
other technical matters dealt with by 
the Isracli and Jordanian bridge 
commanders are the only acknowl- 
edged contacts between the two 
countries across the Allenby Bridge. 
Israeli military police and Jordanian 
“Policemen cooperate in regulating 
the movement of buses across the 
bridge, using hand movements, 
whistles, and occasional shouts of 
“rega,” (“just a minute,” in He- 
brew), which can also be heard from 
the Jordanian side.

FOR ALL THE apparent nosmalcy 
of the passage between the two 
banks of the Jordan, the open 
bridges are a mixed blessing for Pal- 
estinians. The open bridges were 
originally conceived as a means of 
promoting understanding and de 
facto normalization across the bor- 
der by then defence minister Moshe 
Dayan, who initiated the arrange- 
ment in 1967, More importantly, the 
open bridges were seen as a vital 
safety-valve and lifeline to the Arab 
world for Palestinians in the territo- 
ries, who would otherwise feel cut 
off under Israeli occupation. The 
very existence of the bridges ap- 
pears in some way to make the occu- 
pation more tolerable. ; 

But at the same time, the bridges, 
as a medium of contact between the 
two sides, are sensitive pressure 
points as far as the Palestinians are 
concemed. Israel has barred pas- 
sage across the bridges to persons 
considered security risks, and Jor- 
dan has barined entry to Palestinian 
activists whose pronouncements and 

’ activities have caused dispJeasure in 
- Amman. ; 
Israel requires Palestinian youths 


over 16 who depart via the bridges 
to stay abroad for 9 months before 
they return. Jordan, for its part, 
barred such young men from staying 
more than’a month in its territory 
between 1980 and 1982, and may 
also draft them into the army if they 
have Jordanian citizenship. The Is- 
raeli regulation is officially ex- 
plained as a security measure, but in 
combination with the Jordanian 
moves, it places serious constraints 
on travel across the bridges by 
young Palestinian men. 

The bridges can become impassi- 
ble barriers for others as well. Sulei- 


man Abu Kaf, a Jerusalemite, left ©

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“CAPTIVE DREAM: Jerusalem, 1967," an exhibition of 
photographs opening at the Isrrel Museum on ‘Tuesday, recalls 
what life in the city was like before and just after the Six-Day 
War, when the anti-sniper walls and the barbed wire came 
down and throngs of curious Arabs and Jews “invaded'" each 
others’ sections of the city. 

The Jews made ἃ bee-line for the Western Wall and the 
textile shops on David Street in the Old City. The Arabs, 
whole families of them, swarmed pust my home on the Strcet 
of the Prophets and down Rehov HaRav Kook, where they 
encountered their first traffic light; when the lights changed and 
the traffic flowed down Jaffa Road, they broke into applause. 
The faces of everyone, Jews and Arabs alike, were wreathed in 
smiles.

Before June 1967, it was difficult to see into Arab Jerusalem, 
Some of the best glimpses were available only to reservists of 
the Jerusalem Brigade who stood at the firing slits in the 
blockhouses and buildings that fined the border, some of (hem 
only metres from similar Arab Legion positions.

Observation a t for Temple Mount - Abii Tor: 
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the rooftops next to Notre Dame. Civilians who wanted a 
glimpse of the Dome of the Rock and the tip of the Western 
‘Wail had to go to the dead-end of Rehov Ein Rogel in Abu Tor 
and stand on a low wall that enabled them to see over the 
shrubbery. If you lowered your gaze somewhat you found 
yourself looking down into the barrels of guns in the firing slits 
of a fortified house bccupied by Arab Legionnaires. It was 
often touch and go if you were fired al or not. 

Jordanian sniping into Jewish Jerusalem was a fairly fre- 
quent occurrence in’ the Fifties and this is why huge anti-sniper 
walls were erected. The massive concrete walls bisected busy 
streets like the Street of the Prophets and Mamilla. One no 
longer had to cross these streets at a dignified trot, but what 
was left of the view of the other side completely disappeared. 

As can be seen from this show, which includes the work of 
several photographers from the other side, the Jordanians, 
even though they lined the crenellated walls of the Old City, 
had similar difficulties in getting a good look at life on our side, 
For the most part, all they could’see were the Hotel Fast 
and the less salubrious parts of Musrara and Yemin Moshe.

The heroine 
is a tax inspector who never lets go 
once she sinks her teeth in a suspect, 
her tenacity belying her innocent ap- 
pearince. The part is played by Tta- 
mi’s own wife, who'has starred in all 
his films so far. 

The other Japanese director's two 
films are each shocking in their own 
way. The Promise maintains that 
death is preferable to the indignity 
caused by the deterioration of the 
body in old age. What seems for a 
while to be a thriller murder turns 
into a painful, profoundly disturbing 
human tragedy, 

Forward Gad’s Army is a docu- 
mentary, in which a very strange 
character decides to find out, 30 
years later, why some of his com- 
rades were executed by their superi- 
or officers three weeks after the end 
of World War Il. He progresses 
from one witness to another, brow- 
beating and even physically attack- 
ing them to get an answer, finally 
teaching the horrific truth, whose 
essence is a condemnation of war 
and what it does to otherwise nor- 
mal human beings. 

The two best-known Taiwanese 
film makers, Edward Yang and How 
Usinou-Hsien, have cach sent onc 
film.

Out af last 
year’s crop, Elaifa has picked 
Whooping Cough, in which director 
Peter Gardos shows the events of 
1956 through children’s eyes and, 
for the first time, points to the nefar- 
ious contribution of the Soviet 
forces to them. A Hungarian Fairy 
Tale follows a young hoy, ἃ nurse 
and o frustrated bureaucrat whe try 
to escape the oppressive yoke οἱ 
conformism and loss of liberty. The 
Great Generution is un ironic por- 
trait of the 1056 generation, those 
who escaped to the West and those 
who stayed at home, and what hap- 
pened tu their ideals. Tulerance is a 
grim, uncompromising look at a 
couple of losers in a sucialist society 
that shows no more mercy or un-- 
derstanding than a capitalist one. 

A documentury shot by film stu- 
dents about the first Beauty Queen 
contest in Hungary in 56) years, enti- 
tled Pretty Girls, became very signifi- 
cant when the 19-year-old yueca 
could not stand the pressure of her 
obligations, and committed suicide, 
the film trying to explain, through 
footage shot before and after, the 
reasons for the tragedy. 

Finally, Queen in Budapest is a 
straightforward record of the British 
Pop group's peformances in Hunga- 
Ty, ἃ treat for their fans. 

West Germany is represented by 
two young film-makers. Verena Ru- 
dolph lets her imagination run away 
with her in Francesca, an imaginary 
biography of an actress who was a 
Fellini favourite. Uwe Schrader opts 
for realism in Sierra Leone, which 
leaves no doubt that the younger 
generation doesn't find Germany a 
very pleasant place to live in, even if 
they still preserve a certain sense of 
humour in expressing their 
reservations. 


TWO AMERICAN thrillers con- 
tain a catch concerning the profes- 
sion of their protagonists. In Wayne 
Wang's Slam Dance, Tom Hulce 
plays a cartoonist involved in the 
violent death of a luscious blonde, a 
kind of fast-paced action movie 
springing constant surprises on an 
unsuspecting audience. In House of 
Games, Lindsay Crouse is a psychia- 
trist tricked by con men in u smartly- 
written script by David Mamet, the 
playwright who is here directing his 
first film. 

John Huston’s last film, The 
Dead, and the documentary which 
Lilyan Sievernich made about its* 
preparation, were both shown last 
month in Venice, at which time I 
dedicated quite a lot of space to 
both of them. I can only say thal 
Huston's film is magnificent as the 
final statement of a great film-mak- 
er, and the documentary is a loving 
tribute to the man and his relation- 
ship with everybody around him. 


THEN THERE is the Preston Sturges 
retrospective. Sturges is a mystery 
for many.-One of the greatest 
sereen-writers and directors of com- 
edy in America in the *40s, he is a 
familiar name only to cognoscentl 
and his films are somehow never 
replayed in spite of the fact that 
some of them are masterpieces. 
Nine of them (he directed 11) are

American Dance Theatre that 
brought it to an end was surely the 
ighlight. 

we τς 12 works presented, five 
were by Ailey himself, and it is 
interesting that though Blues Suite 
and Revelatiuns were masterpieces 
of the 50s and ‘70s, Caverna Mugica 
and Survivors were choreographed 
in 1986, showing Ailey at 56 still in 
full flood of his powers. 

The programme at the Sultan's 
Pool in Jerusalem has already been 
reviewed here (September 18) but 
the short visit deserves a roundup, 
not only because the new works had 
such impact, but because Ailey 
obviously has a problem: to find 
choreographers who can stand up to 
comparison with him. Only two 
works by others did not look pale 
beside his works. 

One was George Faison's Suite 
Oris, with a spirit akin to Ailey's own 
and able to delight at a second view- 
ing as much as at the first. But it, too, 
belongs to the "70s. 

The other was Jennifer Muller's 
Speeds, exceptionally clever in its 15 
minutes of adventuring and ex- 
perimenting with pace and mood. 

Eleven dancers began in line, in 
silence and in slow motion, then 
someone shouted ‘‘Change!” and 
they sprang into fast walking, run- 
ning, jumping, dueting, dancing solo 
or all together.

how to treat raffish themes so that 
they include a measure of fantasy 
amid the realities. The noise of a 
passing train immediately revealed 
that the people were ‘‘on the other 
side of the track.” The movement 
suggested that they were sometimes 
a work force, sometimes the unem- 
ployed, suffering women, fierce 
black apaches. Yet there were also 
comic elements — in fact, there was 
fun as well as folly in these lives. 
The Stack-Up, by Talley Beatty, 
didn't achieve this - and that is 
strange, for in earlier works like 


USE I LOVE YOU” 


Come and Ger the Beauty uf it Hot 
(1960), he hisd the Knack. Here his 
slatement was too blunt, too matter- 
of-fact and, in the crowd passages, 
sometimes too overworked. 

Ulysses Dove's Bue Biond never 
came up to the promise of its title, 
though making its statements with 
clear-cut confidence. Elisa Munti’s 
Treading (music: Steve Reich) was 
an intricate duet of contact dance; 
but it left doubts as to whether the 
communicative effect wus due to the 
choreographic devices or whether 
the two excellent dancers (Carl 
Bailey and Deborah Manning) were 
responsible for infusing it with 
meaning. 


SO, WITH THE new works as with 
the old, it was Ailey, Ailey all the 
way to powerful creation. In both 
the new works he showed a new 
turn. The sense of theatre was as 
always there in the dance move- 
ments he devised, but now jt was 
exploited in a new channel. 

To the mood music of Andreas 
Vollenweider, Caverna Magica ven- 
tured into exotic, eastern climes. A 
goddess, looking so tall that she 
seemed to be held up by someone 
else, invoked or enchanted a group 
of people who moved into fervid 
action. The men's costumes were 
rather like those of Le Corsaire. The 
women could have stood in for 
Scheherazade. Arm movements and 
belly-dancing made the geography 
vague. Yet there was no pastiche 
about these references: it was just a 
new Ailey phase, an exploration of 
mystery. 

Survivors (music: Max Roach), 
jointly choreographed by Ailey and 
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Mury Barnett, his associate irtistic 
director, took on # political signifi- 
cance, because of its dedication to 
Nelson and Winnie Mandela; but it 
was essentially dance-drama with 
empathic mime. ‘The man who stood 
behind ἢ wall vf bars and the woman 
who danced with him even when 
these bars separated them could be 
anywhere in this troubled world. 

Because of its highly emotive con- 
tent, judgment of its values as dance 
was difficult. But Dudley Williams 
and Shurrell Mesh projected the 
anguish of their separation, and ἃ 
smull group reflected that agony like 
a chorus, as well as the rage of their 
own frustration. But if they were 
intended to represent the South 
African black population, their caps 
were wrong — more Russian than 
African. ᾿ 

One other “‘golden-oldie’ of 
Ailey's work included in some pro- 

“grammes was the solo Cry (/971), 
danced this time by April Berry. Her 
work was strong, impressive —if you 
hadn’t seen Donna Wood when the 
company was here last time. 

At the Mann Auditorium in Tel 
Aviv (September 16), she was fully 
in command of the complicated, 
strenuous movement and the eloqu- 
ence of the bravado passages. What 
was missing was the heart of Cry, its 
inner train, its implosive force. Yet it 
was an outstanding performance, 
and really, the company had no 
weak link, no weak moment. 

Ailey is quoted as saying, ‘“Danc- 
ing is not so much the steps but what 
you do going from one step to 
another step. That you can't teach. 
It's the rubato of the black body.”

GREAT EXPECTATIONS were 
raised by the Khan's announcement 
of yet another transmogrification of 
a Moliére masterpiece, ἃ culture-to- 
culture transference that would not 
only take the play out of its period, 
but transport it to novel topography, 
as well as an unexpected milieu - the 
casualty ward in a hospital in 20th- 
century Israel. ᾿ 

It bristled with promise for a new 
start to the Khan’s latest refur- 
bishing under the new broom of its 
latest director, Amit Gazit. To begin 
with, all went off as well as prom- 
ised. Dan Ronen's contemporary 
concept, where patients with broken 
bones hop about to the beat of a 
metal-studded, leather-carapaced 
rockin’ lover, seemed, on the physic- 
al side, to be a satisfactory substitute 
for the original spastic farce and 
commedia defl’arte slapstick. 

The idea in itself sounded ex- 
troordiuarily good. But as the show 
rolled on, it became increasingly 
clear that Ronen’s primary concer 
was witli Moliére as mod entertain- 
ment; that is to say, with a structure 
of showbiz effects based on the bat- 
tle of the sexes. It did so at the 
expense of the far more sophisti- 
cated structure which, in Moliére’s 
work, lends the drama is deeper 
dimension, a structure of universal 
human absurdities, τὸν 

In fact, this production functions 
as an illustration of how, under 
damp direction, an almost word-for- 
word translation can lose much of its 
Moliérian muscle, and misfire in a 
parade of platitudes, For the battle

TRUE, in the original, the accent to 
begin with is: who’s master here ~ he 
or she? He is a woodcutter (here the 
hospital handyman), a winebag and 
a gasbag, a wencher, wife-beater as 
well as lecher, who eats her out of 
house and home. She swallows all 
the bashings and the beatings, mis- 
taking blows for tokens of affection— 
until the day she doesn’t. That day,

virtuosity, it was too much to expect 
him to carry the whole show. On 
account of shaky stagecraft and 
organization, and uneven orchestra- 
tion of the other characters, this 15 
more or less what happened at the 
Khan. 

Not that the rest of the cast, some 
of them still young and inexpesi- 
enced, were untalented. What was 
lacking was the firm grip of good 
direction to correct fumbling pet- 
formances set against those of an 
assured veteran. 

While Arye Tcherner as Lucca, 
the halfwit hunk of a husband (Jac- 

ueline’s)-at least gave the part 
the clumsy, clowning, country 
bumpkin some vestige of incompre-

YOM KIPPUR is the only day of the year in 
which Israeli radio and television stations are 
silent. Transmission will cease in the mid- 
afternoon on Friday and broadcasts will re- 
sume between 19.30 and 20.00 on Saturday. 


THE THREE central policy-makers in the Yom 
Kippur War are no longer alive to defend 
themselves from blame for the terrible casu- 
alties Israel suffered. Perhaps for this very 
reason, ITV's analysis of Seven Days in Oc- 
tober at 21.30 on Saturday can free itself of 
emotion and base its reasoning on fact. 
Golda Meir, then defence minister Moshe Da- 
yan, and chief of military staff David Elazar 
were guilty of tragic errors in judgment — 
errors which caught Israel completely unpre- 
pared for the onslaught from across her 
borders. 

In the hour-long programme which marks 
the 14th anniversary of the Yom Kippur War, 
ITV integrates archive footage with conversa- 
tions with some of the people closest to Meir, 
Dayan and Elazar. Anchorman Yermiyahu 
Yovel wilt jog the memories of Lou Kedar, 
Golda's long-time personal secretary and 
friend; Yael Dayan, the defence minister's 
daughter; Thelma Elazar, the chief of staff's 
widow; as well as Mordechai Gazit, then di- 
rector general of the Prime Minister's office; 
Naftali Lavie, Dayan’s aide and spokesman; 
and Avner Shalev, the head of the chief of 
staff's bureau. 


IT TOOK tremendous courage in the days 
when Senator Joe McCarthy busied himself 
branding hundreds of loyal Americans as 
communists, to publicly denounce the pow- 
erful politician. Journalist Ed Murrow had 
that kind of courage. : 

When others around him were ducking Mc- 
Carthy’s line of fire, Murrow went on televi- 
sion to tell the nation to take a stand against 
ruthless Inquisitors of the McCarthy ilk. He 
was a reporter who stood up for the under- 
dog, a man who valued justice but who be- 
lieved that it should be tempered with 
compassion. 

Murrow, the two-part series on the man 
who became a legend in his own life-time, 
begins at 23.00 on Saturday on ITV.

ONE OF by far the most impress- 
ive trees in Israel is the sycumore, 
Ficus sycamoris which grows in the 
coastal plain, Lower Galilee, Lach- 
ish and upper parts of the Negev. 
This tall tree, with dark green leaves 
and round, yellow-red fruit, is one of 
the old inhabitants of the region and 
is established as having been here at 
least since bout 4,500 BCE. . 

Tt is mentioned in the Bible by the 
prophet Amos and figures a number 
of times in the Talmud. Whether it 
was deliberately introduced, or 
whether it spread here together with 
other sub-tropical flora of the Mid- 
dle East is not certain, but today you 
usually find it where human habita- 
tions have been. It demands certain 
conditions, and in ancient times, 
according to some sources, was the 
demarcation line between Lower 
Galilee, where it grows, and Upper 
Galilee, where it does not. 

‘The fruit of the sycamore is tasty, 
with a sweet-tart flavour but since 
most of the fruit is parasitized by 
wasps, it is rare to find edible ripe 
fruit. This, however, does little to 
deter the birds, which enjoy and 
seek it out. Because of its thick 
foliage i in summer it is also a choice 
nesting site for a number of birds. 
Bulbuls especially like it, since it 
provides cover for nesting and a 
table at the same time. A number of 
animals, ranging from mice and 
moles, to porcupines and even gazel- 
les enjoy the windfall fruit as weil. 


THE SYCAMORE provides a 
good, smooth wood and not too 
many knots, which made it a 
favourite in the past for builders’ 
needs, the trunk being tall and usual- 
ly quite straight. It is thought that it 
may have been cultivated principally 
for this purpose. In fact, as far bac! 

as the Mislinaic period, it was cus- 
tomary to cut down sycamore trees 
and let the new, secondary growth 
come up, ‘since these’ secondary 
trunks were even straightér and 


“smoother than the original trunk. 


The tree was widely cultivated in 
Egypt as a source of wood, Egypt 
having always been a country of 
scanty forestation, It was also artifi- 
cially fertilized from at least 1000 
BCE to produce targe, juicy fruit.-

A RETROSPECTIVE by veteran 
Jerusalem symbolist David Rakia, 
spanning over three decades, con- 
tains a pleasant surprise: some ently 
and to me previously unseen paint- 
ings in an expressionist, School of 
Paris mode that work extraordinari- 
ly well. 

The more familiar Rukia is made 
up of varying mixes of light rays, 
Hebrew lettering and formalised de- 
tails of Jerusalem, combined in a 
mix of swirling masses, rigid geo- 
metrical structures and straight 
lines. The weakness of most of these 
works is that they are illustrative 
and coloured rather than being col- 
our harmonies. 

For colour harmony, one has to 
go back to Rakia’s figurative paint- 
ings of the Fifties, like the splendid 
little canvas of a tauilor's shop from 
1954 (and signed Sternfeld, his origi- 
nal name). Colour also played a 
mood role in Rakia’s surrealist peri- 
od of the mid-Seventies.

Hitler marched into Austria. He was 
wounded in action in the War of 
Liberation and after hearing a Icc- 
ture by Mordecai Ardon, then direc- 
tor of the Bezalel, joined the school 
in 1952.

JAN REECTIWARGER is an obses- 
sive painter of light; or tie lack of it. 
Tha series of canvases and wurks on 
paper being exh in Tel Aviv's 
newest pallery, Ri Inger brushes 
large, Bunnard- arden scapes 
in ἃ rich and variegated palette, or 
quietly washes monochromatic fi- 
gures that ares more shadows of 
themselves than solid huinan forms. 
Reichwarger is able to swing with 
both techniques, maiiging to imbue 
his pictures with a devout sense of 
poetry bordering on renkunticism. 
Often, ay in a small Corot-oriented 
landscape with three sithouetted 
Hirds, he indulges in non-essential 
descriptive story-telling and sadly 
turns art appreciation into an ari 
riddle. 

Reichwarger is un exvellent easel 
painter, as clearly indicated in the 
Honnard-like garden scene, a pic- 
ture filled with the joy of yellow light 
reflecting off several different beds 
of flowers amd grass, with criss- 
crossing puths of gravel dividing the 
chromatic fiekls.

ΙΕ THERE EVER was a movie 
expressing male fear of castration at 
the hands of the all-powerful and 
resourceful femile of the species, 
that movie is The Witches of East- 
ick. 

Thal everybody connected with 
the making of the film, or almost 
everybody, is male, goes without 
saying. And it isn't just that they 
show women who dare to display 
their sexual fantasies with abandon. 
In addition, they turn out to be 
preity ruthless about it all, using the 
male for what he is worth, and then 
discarding him like a used rag. 

His only revenge may be that 
when he is forced to leave the scene, 
he will not be totally forgotten, for 
mementos of his existence will sur- 
vive, and he will haunt his female 
executioners with erotic dreams. 

It may all be unintentional, but I 
don'tbelieve it is. John Updike, who 
wrote the original best-seller, is a 
most meticulous writer, and no man 
in his books has a reully easy time 
with women, 

Director George Miller is a smart 
film-maker who, in the Mad Max 
series knew how to slip in enough 
ideas between the violent orgies to 
get not only the bloodthirsty crowds 
on his side, but many of the critics as 
well. And Michael Cristofer, who 
turned the novel into a script, won an 
Emmy for a painful, perceptive and 
well-written drama, The Shadow 
Box, about a nursing home for 
terminal-cancer cases. 

Obviously, none of these people is 
an innocent, so let’s not talk about 
accidents. This apotheosis of mis- 
ΠΥ Was done on purpose. 

Witches of Eastwick is a sur- 
vey of the repressed libido in a 

Updike, New England, sub- 
urban woman. Women in such 
places can be extremely inhibited, 
which means they reject everything, 
they want but are afraid, because of 
their puritanical upbringing, to 
have, and hate any person who dares 
to have it. 

For these women, Eastwick, ἃ 
pretty little hamlet, is the ideal 
Place, small enough for them to stick 

noses in everybody else's busi- 
hess, and to fling their old-fashioned 
morality on unsuspecting innocents 
Who are wont to believe it is God's 
Own gospel,

But there are other kinds of 
women, the naughty ones, who are 
bored stiff by all this, but go along 
with it either because they are too 
lazy to protest, or don't have a 
choice, economically. Which doesn't 
mean they do not indulge in day- 
dreams, in fantasies, and what hap- 
pens there even Xaviera Hollander 
couldn’t imagine. This is the stuff 
three witches of Eastwick are made 
of. 

One of them, Jane, teaches music 
at the local school to kids devoid of 
the slightest talent, and practises at 
home like mad, trying to master the 
Dvorak Cello Concerto. She hides a 
glorious body behind her prim 
appearance, but her husband di- 
vorced her because she couldn't 
have children. 

Soukie is ἃ reporter on the local 
newspaper whenever she can take 
time off from having babies. She 
already has six girls and her husband 
has left her because he cun’t cope 
with the expanding family. 

And then there is Alex, a widowed 
sculptress putting her inhibitions 
into little dolls, all of them naked, 


motherly female figures, which she 
exposes in the local curio shop. 
THE THREE are good friends, 
meeting once a week to sip a martini 
or two, play a game of cards and 
search in their imaginations for the 
kind of man who could relieve the 
utter dreariness of the place. 

Not that Eastwick is really dreary. 
In fact, it looks like a paradise in the 
picture's opening shot, a glorious 
combination of white, green and the 
perfect blue of the sky, seen from a 
very high angle, by the perfect 
camera of Vilmos Zsigmond. 

Indeed, the good wife of the editor 
of the -local Paper (she owns the 
paper and the oa) describes 
the place as a Garden of Eden into 
which a serpent has penetrated. 

One evening, having discussed ev- 
erything, including the roving hands 
of the school principal, with a few 
drinks under their belts to loosen 
them up, our three witches, who 
don’t even know what they are, start 
drawing the man of their dreams and 
are sufficiently thorough in their 
description to include everything he 
should have, without any rescrva- 
tions, ᾿ 

Next day, there is big news in 
town. A stranger has bought the 
gothic mansion just outside East- 
wick and everybody is cager to know 


more about him. Naturally, our 
three ladies find their way inte the 
newconier’s urms, They setile com- 
fortably there, ong next [0 the other, 
and enjoy blissful, hedonistic joys. 
For the man, whose name is Darryl 
van Horn (note the symbolic signifi- 
cance) has at his disposal unlimited 
resources, physical as well as finan- 
ciul, What is more, his only aim in 
life seems to be the satisfaction of 
every secret whim the pretty ladies 
ever entertained, 


THE ONE problem with all this bliss 
is, of course, the town itself, which 
can't stand it. If it is so good, il must 
be bad, and if they can't have a piece 
of the action, it is indubitably sinful. 

In the goad old days, nice fittle 
towns like Eastwick, or Salem, 
which isn’t too far away, would burn 
such sins out of their inidst: nowa- 
days, they have to restrict them- 
selves to ostracism. 

But even this is a bit‘tou sleep a 
price for an Amoricun witch, who 
likes to have her fun but wants her 
Tespectubility too. 

Jane, Soukie and Alex soon begin 
to realize their power and to under- 
stand that only their wishful thinking 
has summoned up Mr. van Hom 
from thin air, and that his existence, 
assertive and aggressive as it is, de- 
pends only on their will to have him 
there. Once they have had enough, 
they can wish him away. 

Sure, he may put up a bit of a 
struggle, but what can a poor devil 
do against three determined 
females? Only hope that at some 
future time they will require his 
services again and call him back -- 
which is more than a possibility, to 
judge by the looks of the winsome 
trio in the film's last shot. 


MILLER, a superb technician who 
did wonders with relatively small 
resources in the first Mad Max and 
went on to great special-effects 
sophistication in the two subsequent 
ones, has no problem mastering the 
telling of the story, even if he does 

lay around with camera angles and 
ighting effects a bit too much to 
emphasize the devilry. 

Heis helped by the magic touch of 
Zsigmond, one of the greatest cam- 
eranien round, and the rich im- 
agination of art director Polly Platt, 
the one woman on the creative team, 


and the results are often stunning. 

Jack Nicholson launches bimself 
in the leading male part with a 
vengeance, rolling his eyes and cis- 
pensing evil, inviting grins all round. 

Cher. Susan Saranden and 
Michelle Pfeiffer are delightful, each 
in her own way, as the three danger- 
ous graces; und Veronica Cartwright 
steals a few scenes as the pub- 
lisher's wife and boss who wants to 
cleanse Eustwick of its fiendish visi- 
tor. 

Sensitive members of the audi- 
ence may, of course, protest at Mil- 
ler's insistence on matching the 
throwing-up orgies of Monty 
Python's The Meaning of Life and u 
later, more modest one, in Rob 
Reiner's Stand by Me, with two of his 
own magistral pieces of vulgarity. 
But then, good taste is out of 
fashion, and this couldn't really 
bother more than a minority. 

In one scene Nicholson lies down 
on the bed invilingly, offering to 
serve the ladies in many strange and 
delightful ways. But these we do not 
get lo see, because the producers 
wouldn’t have wanted the film to 
have any problems with touchy cen- 
sors, who, as everybody knows, are 
insensitive to-puking but most alert 
to sex. 


WHAT IS REALLY disturbing ab- 
out the whole thing is the message. 
Of course, Hollywood would simply 
deny the existence of any such thing. 
In Samuel Goldwyn's immortal 
words, messages are sent by Western 
Union, 

Still, like it or aot, it is there, and 
sufficiently repellent to have already 
caused some demonstration Ὁ 
feminists. And rightly so. This mod- 
em fairy-tale leaves you feeling sorry 
for the villain, who is what he is 
because of thé heroines, and who has 
to pay the price they impose on him.

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was decided that the bureaucrats will 
deal with the money and that the artists 
will make the films. An arbitration 
committee, including actors, screcn- 
writers and directors was set up, and we 
will deal with problems in the industry. 
Now we have aframework of freedom. 
Censorship still exists but there is no 
movie today that I would like to make 
that 1 can’t make.As an artist there is 
definitely more freedom now, but with 
that comes more responsibility. Now 
when I shoot a film, no one tells me 
what is good or not good.” 

Danelin made his film, 33, 20 years 
ago, but only now is it being shown in 
Soviet cinemas. “In the past.those in 
charge liked movies where you showed 
that the former regime vias bad, but in 
my movie I didn’t do this,” says the 
director. “Now, Gorbachev askes pro- 
ple to say what is bad and how to 
change it. It wouldn’t have been possi- 
ble to come to Israel five years ago. It's 
all part of a change in the general 
political atmosphere. No one was there 3 
{o instruct me on what to do when I 


came to Israel.” 

‘The film that Danelia is planning to 
make with Itzhik Kol of G.G. Israel 
Studios and Menachem Golan of Can- 
non Films is a comedy about a Gcor- 
gian non-Jew who joins a group of 
Jewish Georgians who immigrate to 
Israel. Once in Israel he is mistaken 
for ἃ KGB agent. 

"Ἢ am a Georgian and want the hera 
of my film to be a Georgian,"says 
WDanelia who describes himself as a 
Georgian immigrant in Moscow. “It is 
very important to me to make a movie 
about the people of Georgia. You can 
see here in Israel that their native tradi- 
tions and culture are very important to 
Georgian Jews. They do not forget 
Georgia. They treat her like a step- 
mother. There is no anti-Semitism 
there and Jews feel no hostility toward 
the republic. Since his arrival, Danelia 
has found the Georgian community 
here very warm, and receptive to the 
idea of a film about their homeland. 

Michael Nanikashvieli, head of the 
Cultural/Friendship Association of 
Georgian Israelis, is excited about the 
film. He says that life in Georgia for 
Jews is not like life in Russia and other 


Soviet republics. “Georgia is a siveet 
country for us. There was no anti- 
Jewish sentiment and things were al- 
ways good between the Jews and non- 
Jews,” 

Danelia says that he hopes that the 
film will bring Israelis and Russians 
closer together, “If the making of this 
movie bothers some Soviet politicians 
then they aren't good. The movic is not 
about Georgia or Georgian Jews-it’s 
about Israel. I'm not woried about 
losing my job over this picture because 
I am an artist and I can't lose my job. 
The Russians have allowed me to 
come here, knowing what the movie is 
about and that is enough.” 

One-third of the film's funding will 
be picked up by Mosfilm, the rest by. 
Cannon. The film, which will have Eng- 
lish and Russian soundracks, will be 
shot in the Soviet Union, Vienna and 
Israel. The projected budget is $3 mil- 
lion to $4 million. 


DANELIA, who has made 15 films 

_ and won over 60 Soviet and intemna- 
tional prizes, says that the most popular 
films in the Soviet Union are action 
movies - “just like the rest of the 
world,” he adds. “Although the Soviet 
Union has a large number of intellectu- 
als, the most popular films are not the 
most artistic movies.” 
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According to Danelin, One Flew 
Over the Cuckoo's Nest is now await- 
ing release in the Soviet Union. But he 
says that European films and stars are 
far more popular and well-known in. 
the U.S.S.R. than their American 
counterparts.“No one would recognize 
an American star on the street,"he 
says. 

Recently, he adds, Sovict television 
showed Soviet and American film- 
makers discussing the way each coun- 
try portrayed the other. “As far as [am 
concemed,"says Danelia, “both sides 
treat the other side terribly on film." 

Despite the influx of European and 
American films, Soviet films are still 
the audiences’ favourites. ‘’There ‘are 
intemational film festivals in Moscow: 
and Tashkent every year,but there are 
ulso national film festivals throughout 
the country,” says Danelia, adding that 
internationally-acclaimed films made 
by Soviet directors such as Andrei Tar- 
kovsky, Andrei Konchalovsky and Ni- 
kita Mikhalkov are finally getting ac- 
claim in the U.S.S.R. 

Director Danelia seems quite happy 
with the changes in the Soviet film 
industry and laughs when questioned 
about why he stays. “Why would [ 
leave the Soviet Union, “he says. “I'm 
doing just what I want to do." 0

Koffler tells me he is unaware that 
Super-Pharm pharmacists are no 
ας τα considered members of this 
body.

Shor is adamant that all pharmaceu- 
ticals should remain behind the 
pharmacy counter, and he makes a 
good case for keeping OTCs off the 
open shelves. “If a customer asks 
me for an aspirin or an Alka-Seltzer, 
I ask right away, ‘Do you suffer 
from ulcets or heartburn?’

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ABBA KOVNER is one of the cho- 

sen few whose life has become a 

symbol of our time and of the fate of 

our people. It is no easy thing tobe a 

walking symbol. There is always the 

danger that the rich, spiritual impli- 
cations will lose touch with their an- 
alogue, with the concrete actions 
that nurture the mystery of magni- 
fied meaning. It is a measure of 
Kovner's integrity and humility that 
he has not allowed this to happen. 
He is, first of all, rooted in real life: 
the real life of the ghetto and of the 
Partisans in the forests; the real-life 
of the Givati Brigade in the War of 
Independence and of the kibbutz 
where he makes his home; and the 
real life of the full span of Jewish 
history which Kovner has been re- 
creating in Beth Hatefutsoth in Tel 
Aviv. 
[ need not speak of his personal 
. courage, This has been chronicled, 
although I suspect the full story has 
«ποῖ yet been told. Kovner has the 
rare gifts of tact and discretion 
which are uncommon in flesh and 
blood symbels. But I would like to 
make mention of his courage as a 
poet, as a maker, who has been 
constantly innovative and daring. 

When narrative poems were not 

much in fashion, he- published a 
complex, dramatic sequence, While 
Sill There ds Light, escribing the 
life of the partisans in the forests 
and swamps. This came out in 1947 
and to this day 1 remember the im- 
pact, the electrical charge of the epi- 
sode in which the blowing up of a 
German train is cast in erotic terms, 
45a bload wedding, a nuptial of fire, 
ἃ unison that is expressed by the 
age-old Hebrew formula of gnenéss:

The “scorched forest” is rarely 
absent from Kovner’s poetry, even 
when it describes an idyllic day in 
the industrious kibbutz. if it is nat in 
the foreground, it. is between the 
lines, casting a long shadow over the 
most innocent of words, Much of 
Kovner’s poetry is an attempt to 
answer a question which he formu- 
lates in My Little Sister, the dramatic 
sequence ---perhaps his best known 
work — which is set in the convent, 
where Kovner hid for three months, 
disguised as a nun, before Teturning 
to the ghetto.

The obsessive memory weighs as 
heavily as a coffin, Words are noth- 
ing but a shadow, but her shadow is 
the only reality. This is the central 
paradox of Kovner’s poetry. Only 
Time, the enemy of Never, can re- 
solve this paradox. Thirty years af- 
ter his partisan poem, Kovner 
Wriles: 

Mother and father are beginning to 

die inside me.

The living man in Kovner's poctry 
is torn between the imperative of 
memory and the erosion of time: 
between the holy mission of the wit- 
ness and the painful attempt to see 
the present without interveni 
“shadows” and “scorched forests.” 
Perhaps the most courageous ex- 
pression of this comflict is found in 
the poem which describes an on- 
slaught of figures from the past, de- 
manding shelter and survival:

Here, as elsewhere in Kovner's 
poetry, the desperate cry for release 
somehow evokes the reluctance of 
Moses to speak in the name of God 
as well as the initial rejection by 
Jeremiah of his prophetic mission. 

It is a frustrating endeavour to 
describe, in the short time allotted 
to me, so rich and varied a body of 
work as Abba Kovner’s. I would 
have liked to say more about Fare- 
well to the South, the dramatic se- 
quence published in 1949, in which 
two worlds -- that of the burning 
ghetto and partisans’ forests an 
that of the Israeli desert in the War 
of Independence -- are fused into 
one powerful vision. 1 would have 
liked to dwell on Kovner’s use, 10 
his later books, of the colloquial idi-

saic Words,” in classical Arabic 
poetry the single line, bayt, plays 
such an important role within a 

that it can be considered “a 
semi-autonomuus poem within the 
poem.” Arabs, indeed, rarely 
admire whole poems; they usually 
admire, and fondly decluim, single 
lines. ᾿ 

Covering a period of nearly a 
millenium of Arab poetical tradi- 
tion, the individual! lines here col- 
lected represent almost all the 
known themes of the classical 
period. No claim is made for literal 
or word-for-word renderings, and 
the author admits that some of the 
lines were “molested,” though none 
ravished. In several instances, 
however, I think he has erred on the 
side of brevity. 

In Bashar ibn Burd’s line. for 
example, here rendered "Tomorrow 
is a pregnant woman bearing an 
unknown baby," the whole point is 
almost missed. Bashar, addressing 
himself or his listener, opens the line 
with the word farju meaning “You 
jook forward to” or “wait expectant- 
ly for” tomurrow, when “tomorrow 
is a pregnant woman..." Again, ina 
line from ibn Arrumi: (“She looks, 
the arrow penetrates. She tum 
away, the arrow is pulled out,") 
ignores the original intention which 
is that the arrow pulled aut causes us 
much pain as iis penetration. 

But these are exceptions. A good 
sampling of the lines transtated 
would include these: “We can melt 
steel but are easily melted by beauti- 
fal eyes; “The dress cannat touch 
her waist, thanks to her breasts; or 
her back, thanks to her buttacks;" “ 
am never a slave -- except to my 
Buests;” “Sons of Adam! Let us 
together proclaim we are slaves of 
women;" and “Wealth his revealed 
in you an evil spirit hidden by pover- 
ty.” 


It is perhaps worth mentioning 
here that Algosuibi is the Minister of 
Industry and Electricity in the gov- 
ernment of Saudia Arabia.

few words. Pound has done well to 
provide two brief but separate intro- 
ductions, “Arabie Poetry 500-1200 
A.D." and “Persian Poetry 850-1990 


A.D.” The selection itself is re- 
freshingly eclectic, und a number of 
the poems included are by little- 
known poets whose work one does 
not usually encounter even in Arabic 
anthologies. 

The translations are eminently 
readable, and these readers whe are 
familiar with Arabic will often [eel 
tempted to look for the original. 1 
could not heip wondering, for exam- 
ple. how Abid ibn al-Abras, who 
lived almost 1,500 years ago, actuul- 
ly addressed his young wife in the 
original of these lines: “Enough 
complaining/more can wait till dawn! 
I may be worn in age/need you tell 
me so?/But damn it, don't yawn.” 

One additional feature of the 
anthology is that the poems included 
reflect the influence exerted by Ara- 
bic and Persian traditions on each 
other -- “the Arab influence stem- 
ming from military conquest, the 
Persian... from cultural conquest.” 
As in Lyrics from Arabia, here too 
the author adds useful biographical 
notes at the end of the book about 
the poets anthologized. 


I OWN | FIND the phrase “‘resist- 
ance poetry” — or “resistance litera- 
ture” — a bit off-putting. It is never

known educator and Tora scholar, 
has the gift of a born narrator. 

The book's true-to-life, you-are- 
there descriptions are another 
source of its appeal. Along with the 
report on the games the girls played 
in the Batei Mahase Square, the 
structure of their tight little society 
and the residents’ rich spiritual life. 
despite their poverty, there are inci- 
dents of harsh British police mea- 
sures and unmitigated persecution. 

The quiet, almost pastoral life led 
by the Jewish residents of the Old 
City came to an abrupt end once the 
British left. They were cut off from 
the New City and bombarded day 
and night. Somehow Shteiner's pa- 
rents and neighbours had to con- 


tinue living under battle conditions. 
Water had to be drawn from wells, 
food had to be acquired and cooked, 
the sick needed care and the dead 
required honourable burial. 

. Many lost hope that they would 
remain alive. In a very moving chap- 
ter, Puah’s father takes his older 
girls, aged seven and eight, aside for 
an oral testament. He requests that 
they always remember their roots, 
look after their younger siblings and 
marry only Tora scholars. 

When the Jewish Quarter was sur- 
rendered, there was a blessed pause 
as the bombardment stopped sud- 
denly. However, the expulsion of 
the old people, women and children 
began immediately. 

Puah's mother quickly packed 
their most precious belongings in 


bundles which proved too cumber- . 


some for the children to carry. Arab 
mobs threatened the terrorized re- 
fugees along their way to Zion Gate. 
Legionnaires, even as they protected 
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consciowisly writen ats a contribution 
toresistance, of whether it was simp- 
ly by a poet pledged to resist white y- 
et there was to resist, Again, if the 
poem is good im itself and indepen- 
dently of its author's intention, there 
is no reason why if should be given 
any label at all. 

In the case of The Palestinian 
Wediding, subtitled "A Bilingual 
Anthology of Contemporary Palesti- 
nian Resistance Poetry," 1 am con- 
vinced that none of the poems in- 
cluded would have lost any power or 
impact had the word “resistance” 
been discarded altogether. Unfortu- 
nately, however, Elmessiri -- whose 
translations are on the whole surpri- 
singly good - chooses in his zeal to go 
a little further and serve up the 
poems in groups under such general 
headings as “Aesthetics of the Re- 
volution,” “Love of Palestine,” 
“Steadfasiness." “Resistance,” und 
“Victory.” What makes this classi- 
fication doubly superflous is that 
most of the works selected are by 
povts of renown in the contemporary 
Arab world - Jabra Ibrahim Jabra, 
Ἐπάν ‘Tougan, ‘Tawfig Sayegh, the 
lute Rishid Hussein, ahnoud 
Darwish, Samih al-Qusim, Salim 
Jubran, and ‘Tawliq Zayyad. 

ltis aise interesting to note, in this 
cannection, that the overwhelming 
majority of the poems selected are 
by Israeli Arabs, some of whom 
(Zayyad, Jubran al-Qasim) live and 
work in Israel, while the others are 
self-exiled or, in the case of Rashid 
Hussein, dead. 

Many of the poems are highly 
touching. “The bridge of return,” hy 
Zayyad, currently mayor of 
Nazareth, is short enough to be 
quoted in full: 


“With my lashes, my loved ones, 
I'll pave the trail for your return. 
With my lashes 
Pil heal your wounds. 
and with my bare hands 
Til gather the thorns along the trail 
With my flesh 
TH build the bridge for your return 
On both banks 


Fouzi El-Asmar is one of the self- 
exiled Israelis, having left Israel in 
the curly 1970's. Since then he has 
been very active, giving “hundreds 
of talks in major universities in the 
United States and Europe,” working 
as chicf Washington correspondent 
for the Saudi daily al-Sharg al- 
Awsat, writing pamphlets, pub- 
lishing an autobiography and com- 
posing poems. Those included in 
The Winid-Driven Reed, like the rest 
of his verse, have nothing exciting to 


the expelled Jews, tore their belong- 
ings out of their hands, and false 
rumours of massacres set the mob 

into a frenzy. Puah's mother and 
grandmother had to abandon the last 
of their packages ~ including pre- 
cious diapers for the baby, Yehu- 
daleh — to lift up the younger chil- 
dren and save thém from being tram- 
pled. 


THE LIFE of the destitute refugees 
in Katamon is also beautifully por- 
trayed. They had lost everything, 
and their worry over the fate of the 
fathers and brothers taken into 
Jordanian captivity remained a con- 
stant torment. Yet they reorganized, 
found diapers for Yehudaleh, set up 
housekeeping anew (three times) in 
abandoned Arab villas, and still 
found time to be naive and curious 
-about the things they found around 
them: en 

The wonder of the ornate furni- 
ture, the soft Persian rugs, a myste- 
rious contraption that intrigued 
them endlessty and must have been a 
piano, and 4 real bathtub, was offset 
by the children’s graye, Talmudic-

recommend them. Same are given 
side by side with the Arabic origin- 
als, and neither originals nor render- 
ings — done by the author with the 
help of Dr, George Kanezeh and Dr.

THE LEBANESE POET Khalil 
Hawi committed suicide in Beirut in 
June, 1982, at the uge of 57. Neither 
the cause nor the exact date of the act 
has ever become known. According 
to the translators of The Threshing 
Floors of Hunper, however, Hawi 
took his own life “when the Israeli 
Army first crossed the border into 
Lebanon, on 6 June 1982." The 
evening he committed suicide, they 
further write. Hawi visited a poct 
friend, und “spoke repeatedly of the 
shame and the degradation which he 
felt at the time, of his revulsion at the 
experience of seeing his country in- 
vaded.” 

It is not easy to characterize 
Huwi's poetry, though some idea 
may be had from the titles of his 
collections: The River of Ashes 
(1957), The Flute and the Wind 
(190), The Threshing Floors uf Hun- 
ger (1965), The. Wounded Thitder 
(1979). 

The title, Naked in Exile,is ex- 
tracted from a poem entitled ‘’The 
Cave": “Shame strips my folded 
cave/Naked in its exileyAnd shall 1 
call for one/Who may work wonders 
yet?" In another long poem, "Laziur- 
us 1962," in a section entitled “A 
Slain Dragon,” we meet images such 
as the following: “The desert of my 
thighs enfambs the moans/of a 
squirming sun submerged in stony 
gloom;/the throes which plough my 
eloven length invadefeach longing 
fibre of my roated cells.” 

And so on. [t is worth nating that 

sume Arab literary critics culled 
“Lazarus 1962" prophetic, “an anti- 
vipation of the Arab defeat of 167 
which other pucts dealt with retros- 
pectively, as if Hawi had heard that 
note of despair before it sounded in 
fact." as Haydar and Beard report. 
Be that us it may, Hawi's style of 
writing and his many obscure atlu- 
sions have engendered ἃ greut deal 
of commentary and interpretation.

This said, however, Hawi remains 
one of the few eminent Arab poets of 
our time.

Complicated family relationships 
also provide the substance of televi- 
sion comedy star Carol Burnett's 
adolescent memoir, One More Time 
(Random House, $18.95). Like 
many notable comics, Burnett's hu- 
mour seemed to blossom on the 
wreckage of a broken home. Her 
absent father was a chronic alcoho- 
lic, her flighty mam a show-biz grou- 
pie, and she was raised in a down- 
town Hollywood tenement by an 
eccentric bul loving grandmother. 

‘The lady has a sharp eye for per- 


sonal details, evident also in the hi-- 


latious chnracterizations she created 
on her long-running TV show, but 
not the writing skills to weave them 
into a memorable whole. Despite 
the shortcomings of her parents, 
Burnett's remembrances are also re- 
markably free of rancour. The book 
was originally written as a letter to 
her daughters; perhaps Burnett is 
subconsciously preparing for the 
possiblity of her own offspring pen- 
ning another of Hollywoad's proli- 
ferating Mommy-Dearest type me- 
πιοῖ!5. 3 

In My Husband, My Friend by 
Nellie McQueen Totfel (Signet, 
$3.95); the lnie Steve McQueen's 
seamy side is bared by his oft-cuck- 
olded first wife. McQueen was: the 
epitome of 60's cool in flicks like 
Bullit and The Thomas Crown’ Af- 
fair, but bere ho is revealed as any- 
thing but the laid-back hipster he 
projected on screen. For example, 
McQueen did not allow his own phi- 
fandering to prevent him from shov- 
ing a loaded pistol down the throat 
of wife Neilie when he suspected her 
of a one-time tryst with an Oscar- 
winning peer. 

Particularly dishearténing is a grn- 
phic account’ of ‘McQueen’s final 
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struggle against the cancer which 
claimed his dife in 1980, as he 
clutched at the the false hope of- 
fered by a bogus Mexican miracle- 
cure clinic. Yet despite all the sensit- 
tional details the author dishes up, 
her book emerges as a convincing 
and in many ways affectionate ac- 
count of the excessively macho male 
with whom she raised two children. 
Best of all, she does not let personal 
feelings prevent an intelligent and 


. AStute evaluation of her late ex-hus- 


band's film work. 

The gap between macho screen 
image and off-screen realily is ex- 
plored to even greater depth in Idol: 
Rock Hudson by Jerry Oppen- 
heimer and Jack Vitek (Bantam 
Books, $3.95). The lengths to which 
Hudson resorted early in his career 
to conceal his promiscuously homo- 
sexual personal life, included a ser- 
ics of staged romances capped by an 
arranged marriage to his secretary. 
By the 1970s, Hudson's homosex- 
uality was Hollywood's worst-kept 
secret, but it did little to affect his 
carecr as a popular action/comedy 
star. 

His status as the first famous vic- 
tim of Aids cast him in the kind of 
weighly tragic role this light-weight 
Screen personality never convinc- 
ingly carried off on film. Though the 
public announcement of his disease 
enmed him kudos for courage, idol 
makes clear his behaviour in this 
foned -was far from ideal. Israeli 
fans of Dynasty will have the oppor- 
tunity ina fulure episode to see the 
Aids infected Hudson plant a big 
wel one on the lovely lips of Linda 
Evans. Just thank God it wasn't 
Doris Day. ᾿

Certumly the fault dees net lie 
with he. subject. The now fiterally 
larger-than-life Brando has left be- 
hind a messy trail of discarded wives 
and lovers, legitimate und illegiti- 
Mite offspring, political cuuses, re- 
fused Oscars, uhorted film projects 
and enough anecdotes for five ur six 
living legends. Higham sheds no 
new light an a career that includes 
peaks (On The Waterfront, The 
Gedfather) and valleys (The Mis- 
souri Breaks, Superman) un- 
matched by any other American 
screen actur. Brando's work de- 
serves analysis from a more serious 
film scholar, and juicy personal tit- 
bits are more readily available in ex- 
wife Anna Kafshi's kiss-and-tell-all 
tome Brando For Breakfast. 

British actor Terence Stamp is not 
in the same superstar category with 
the other performers mentioned 
here, though his underrated the- 
spian talents rate just as high. Per- 
hups that's why he felt justified in 
wriling an carly years memuir, 
Stamp Album (Bloumsbury, 
£11.95). Covering only his first two 
decades, growing up in London's 
East End, the book is crammed with 
near-Proustian detail about his pure 
cockney family, his ordeals in the 
English school system, his sexual in- 
itiation by a horny nurse, his adven- 
tures as a newpaper delivery boy, 
ete. 

Much of it is charming, and most 
competently put down on puper, but 
so what? The book may provide fris- 
sons of recognition to’ Londoners 
who also came of age in the "40s and 
*50s, but Stump barely holds the in- 
terest of readers who value him pri- 
marily as an actor. He promises fu- 
ture volumes dealing with this part 
of his life, but at the rate he is pro- 
gressing, we shall have to wade 
through two more volumes before 
he finally deals with the most inter- 
esting aspect of his career; why did 
the brilliant star of The Collector 
and Billy Budd never achieve the 
prominence of many less talented 
contemporaries? 

In his introduction to Lulu In 
Hollywood by Louise Brooks (Ar- 
row, £6.50), ex-New Yorker editor 
William Shawn writes, in one of the 
understatements of the century, “It 
may well be that the number of 
beautiful, eloquent, erotic film ac- 
tresses who have been able to write 
is very, very small.” 

Brooks was a brief nova of the 
silent film era who burnt through 
the screen as Wedekind’s fatal 
temptress, Lulu, in G.W. Pabst's 
film version of Pandora's Box. The 
real-life Lulu was an intelligent, in- 
dependent woman who dropped out 
of show biz because in the hey-day 
Of the studio system "no other occu- 
pation in the world so closely resem- 
bled enslavement as the career of a 
film star.” ° 

She spent some of the isolated life 
she led until her death a couple of 
years ago writing honestly, percepti- 
vely and siylishly, about the show- 
biz world she left behind. Like the 
best actor-writers (David Niven, 
Dirk Bogarde), Brooks chose not 
Just to babble of about herself, but 
turns a critical yet appreciative eye 
on her contemporaries.

THE PUBLICATION of a new 
Ruth Rendell is always un event, 
Talking to Strange Men (Hutch- 
insun, £10.95) is ne exception. [tis a 
first-class thriller, heavily into the 
effectuality of chance events and the 
relationship between them. 

. As in previeus books, Rendell 
offers us two seemingly unconnected 
plots or stories which eventually in- 
tersect, We have a “spy war" he- 
tween (wo groups of children from 
two schools. And we have the tale of 
John Creevey, with his murdered 
sister, his estranged und her 
strange lover and a child molester 
doing his worst in the background. 
The two stories converge with a bang 
as various protagonists receive their 
comeuppance. Along the way, sit 
back or crane forward in tension and 
enjoy the psychological penetration, 
the marvellous writing and the 
masterly unfolding of plot. 

Geoffrey Household, who in the 
past has given us some fine thrillers 
(Rogue Male, Watcher in the Sha- 
dows), now offers us a collection of 
short stories, The Days of Your 
Fathers (Michacl Joseph, £10.95), 
some of them dealing with spies. 

They are of varied quality. The 
courtship of a Jewess and an Irish 
barfly {in “Α Jew and an Irishman”) 
on an immigrant boat fails to con- 
vince or move. “Keep Walking,” 
about an ugent who suddenly real- 
izes she is under suspicion and about 
to be arrested, is wonderfully sharp 
and real, though the end is perhaps a 
little pat. 

Most of the stories sire “Spanish/ 
colonial” in one way or another: 
South American dons return to their 
home towns, Spaniards think about 
their Civil Wur or their more distant 
colonial past and connections; exiles 
from Africa -- black and white — 
shure their discomfort in England. 

Margaret Yorke, in Evidence to 
Destroy (Hutchinson, £9.95), offers 
us a new homey, middle-class mys- 
tery with a tightly packed family 
genteelly baring its soul and crimes 
as things fall apart. ᾿ 

There is love: “her mind still full 
of Arthur Morrison, allowing herself 
to picture his fair wavy hair, his deep 
blue eyes, his smile.” There are 
pregnant girls. ‘Ihere are family beat- 
ings. There is nasty backchat. And 
there is death, but not too violent. It 
is all just a notch or two above your 
average penny romance. 

The Woman Who Knew Too Much 
@antam, $3.95) by Dana Clarins, is a
